OPERATIONS 


1. The 28th and 29th meetings of the Subcommittee on Exploita- 
tion of Foreign Language Publications were held on 11 and 25 June, 
respectively. Both meetings considered the needs for exploitation 


FDD to prepare a questionnaire for use of the TAC agencies in indicat- 
ing their needs.  FpD complied with the request. The Subcommittee 
reached the following agreement on scientific and technical exploita- 
tion by FDD:

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(1) To provide tables of contents of Chinese scientific 
and technical periodicals.
